"Jackdaw'' Discusses McGill Daily 
Article in John O' London's Weekly 



Qimc and again our Universities come in foi- criticism- on 
the score that tliey do not teach the student to write and speak 
his own language. So much time is spent in the study of techni- 
cal sub.iccts that none is left for a study of those comprised in 
that loo.se term, Engli.«h Composition. 

That much of this criticism is justified almost all students 
will admit. During the last few weeks a number of letters from 
University students have appeared in the Correspondence 
columns whicli are examples in point. One letter had no princi 
pic verb in. its opening sentence while a recent article in the 
"Daily'? had no vci-b al all in the opening paragi'aph. A letter 
recently received from a student in another College closed with 
"you)-'s respectably." 

Such examples of bad grammar generally arise from care- 
Jessness in ordinary thought and speech rather than from lack 
of knowledge of correct usage, but it is frequently attributed to 
ignorance and certainly the penalty iisinot too severe. Often 
grammatical mistakes are due to unnecessary haste. As Sam 
iVeller said of Mr. Nupkin. "His ideas come out so fast they 
knock each other's heads off and .vou can't tell. what he is driv- 
ing at." 

It has been said that it is no virtue to speak good English 
but it is a di.sgrace to use bad English, and this statement con- 
^ils moi-e than a grain of truth. The opportunity of acquiring 
aifeducation is open to everybody, and such being the case, it is 
not only a disgrace to use bad English but it may mean actual 
loss of oppoi-tunities to the individual. If a man shows that he 
does not know hi.« own language suspicion is cast upon his en- 
tire range of learning and an otherwise competent en^neer or 
professional man may lose an opportunity of advancement. When 
a man does not spell correctly or use ordinary good grammar it 
is difficult to convince others that he is professionally able. Many 
a man has received a position which lead to future eminence 
througli the good impression made by a letter. 

Our matriculation requii-ements in English are largely to 
. J,., blame, they are much too lenient towards bad grammar. "For a 
University to pas.< a matriculant in'English on the'ground that 
r his knowledge of prescribed English authors makes good palpable 
defects in other English subjects," said the Late Dean Moysc, 
"is to feed the taproot of the evil." As far back as 1612 the Eng- 
lish pi-oblcm was worrying scholars. It was recognized even 
that a man was not truly educated unless he spoke his own lan- 
guage con-ectly. John Brinsley, the elder, headmaster of a 
scliool ill LieccstcrKliire. wrHing in that year said, "There 
seems unto me to bo a very main want in all our grammar 
schools generally oi- in the most of them; whereof I have heard 
some great learned men to complain; that there is no care had in 
: fc.;.respect to train u)) scholai s so that they might be able to express 
f'-^i-heir minds purely and readily in our own tongue, and to in- 
irease in the pi*actice of it as well as in the Latin or Greek; 
f A'hereas our chief endeavour should be for it," And so should 
ur, chief endeavours be for it, not by the slavish memorization 
,ules of rhetoric or composition, but by the training in mar- 
jhaliing our thoughts in an orderly manner that practice alone 
';an give.

The Lutt ef Words 

The outstanding f«uH ot young 
writers Is their, wordiness. Within 
limits their lust of words Is goed. A 
boy who loves long, rolling words nnd 
essay style soars Into bombast. Is 
likely to become a good wTlter. He 
has tbe sense of words, their music 
and colour. Moreover, words do not 
merely express thought,' they awaken 
it. The writer of the essay' on Locarno 
has passed his earliest stage; he does 
not write bombast, but 'he is siUl tpo 
wordy. Young wrtters do not suffer 
gladly "the doctrine that a thought 
.should be expretned as briefly as 
possible. Tet this fa the last as well 
as .the first lesson In .■writing. 
Superfluous Word* 
The writer wisely begins his essay 
with a short sentence.. It runs: — 

"The solution of a great problem 
rcsfa upon calculations of so pro 
fou^i'd à nature as to stupefy the 
IlmMcd vision of ■the averaco man.' 
You will say that there Is Utile hero 
for complaint. Therç is perltapa 
llUlo. "Of so profound . a nature" 
a phrase to be avoided,. If « thing is 
profound It la profound, and tli^ers^S». 
no need to drag 1b the naturalneÀs 
of profoundlty. The objection to sucli 
a phrase as "goods of an Inflammable 
l.iilnre" it that it ejttendi) tli© word- 
ing l)ut not the meaning. The gowlo 
uro "Innammable," or. If need be 
"more or less Inflammable," hut since 
all inllanimablllty Is nHturai It I 
best to leave out "nature" or "chiinic 
■ter." Again, li is .not enough for i 
phrase to convey Us meaning; it 
should have what painters call 
■keeping." The cliiusc ",u to .stupefy 
tho limited vision of the average man 
needs tho comb. Vlst<'in c;tii bfi blurred 
bifnded obscured.' but It is the brain 
that 1.S Btupenod. And why "limited 
vision In addition to "alvcrago" man 
The highest vision Is limited, and to 
postulate "tho vl^lo,) of Ihn average 
man" is sufficient. Hut since it Is the 
nuin who Is stupefied, not hl« 
vision, the «entence • can bo reduced 
tiom twenty. four to I'lttoen wôrda 
wlilj ndviintape. Thus: —
